The Government of the United States of America and the Government 
the . Republic of Korea (hereinafter referred to as "the Parties")^ 

Desiiing to amend the Mutual Logistics Support Agreement betweep the 
Parties signed on June 8, 1988 (hereinafter referred to as "the Agreement") 
in order to broaden their logistics cooperation. 

Have agreed $s foJJaws: 

1. Paragraph 1 of Article I (APPUCABEJTY) of the Agreeznent shstU he 
deleted and replaced by the f piloting: 

'"L This A^eement sh^ ^pty ^ the provisipn of logistic si^pipQrty 
siippJi^ and services by the iniHtary forces one Party to the milit^^y 
toces of the cither Party iri return for the provision of lo^stic supp€)Xt, 
sufjpfi^s aad services by the irulitar}^ forces of the oiiher Parfy> 
^ regardjess of wiiere such provision of logistic support supplies and 
services by ei^er Par&y is performed/' 

2. The second aesntence in Fsm^aph 2, Ardde I {JM=*i?UQ^BI3LlTY) of jfee 
Agreemeast shail lae dsieied and rgplajced by the foS0wiri^: 

*AII aictivities of the Paafes undei^ this Agreement shall be earned out 
in accordance wife Ihe respective laws and regulations of Ihe Parties 
and are sut^ect to annual budgetary limita^aons established by |he 
parties' respective laws and regulations. If there ai^e no available funds 
for such purposes^ die Parties shall not prepare or implement support 
requests, and any support cannot exceed the approved funds of &.e 
Parties/' 

3. The following sentence in Paragraph 2, Artide I (APPLICABILITY) of 
the Agreement shall be ddeted; 

'/ Annual ROK 



. ''Annual U-S. and ROK monetary limitations do not apply dtiring 
periods of active iiostiiities." 

4. i^aragraph 3 of Artide I {APPLICABILITY) of the Agreement shall Ise 
deleted and replaced by the folJowing: 

"3. Excluded from acquisition or transfer shall be major end items of 
equipment, initial quantities of replacement parts, and spaas^S associated 
wi^ |he initial order quantity of m^'or iimis of otgaxiizettional 
equ3|aaent covered in tables of ailowaiu^s and distributic?n, tattle of 
org^nizaticm an4 equiprnent, or equivalent docameivts. Otte specific 
items may be excluded from acq:uisitian or transfer by tbe Parties' 
respectii^e laws^ directives, or policies/' 

5. Paragraph a. of Article II (DEHJHIHONS) of &e Agreement shall be 
deleted and replaced by the foliowmg: 

"a. Logistie SipposS^ Supplies, and Servicesj food, water, bfllefeg^ 
transppi^aiion (including airlift), pefapieum, oil, lubricants, clQ^rnx^ 
C0ms\mdc0m services, iti^^icaJ services^ ammui^itipn, base 
opetatii^s $ujf>part (and c<^t]nLidtiip^n incident the^ta), ^tpracgie 
services, use of facilities, tcaiiging sei^vices, s^pai-e parfe and 
compopents^ repair and maiitteriasaee serviees, calibratioa BeiEvdG^s, 
and airpoit and seaport services. Such term also iniiudes &e 
tempprajy use of gmeral purpose v^oles and -©ther items ci 
noijleitoaj, aojti-Sjgaificant military equipa^ient." 

6. Paragraph f. ctf Article II (DEFlNlTiONS) of the Agreement shalll be 
deleted. 

7. The third sentence in Paragraph 2 of -At^iqie JD (BASIC TmMS AND' 
CONDITIONS) of ti^e Agreement sh^ be deleted and replaced by the 
following: 

/ Implementing arrangements 



"Implementing arrangements may be negotiated on the part of the US 
by tiie United States Forces Korea (USFK) Conimaiider, USFK Component 
coniinanclers, or designee as authorized by the USFK Commander or 
USFK Component commanders, when operations are conducted within 
the Pacific Command (PACOM) or with PACOM units, and on the part 
of fhe ROK by the Director, the Logistics Bureau, Ministry of National 
Defense (MND)y chiefs of staff of individual ROK nulitary services, dr 
designee as authorized by Minister of National Defense or chiefs of staff 
of individual ROK xn|iitary services: Whm operations are conducted 
outside PACOM, intplemmting arrangements m^ay be negotiated on the 
psxi of the US by aiiliioiized US commanders in coprdanaiion with 6ae 
PACOM Commander." 

8- "USFK Componait Command'' in the la&t sent^ce of paragraph % 
MUdB m (BASIC rmMB AMD COMDrnOlsl^) of tfee Agreement shaii ]?e 
deleted and replaced by "Componfint Commssmd^. 

Artkle II 

All other provisions of the A^«ement shaM rernajn unchanged. 

This Amendment shali enter into force on ihe date Ihe Parties hscvj& 
notified each otiier in writing that their intemai legal requirements for the 
^try into force of this Amendment have been fulfilled,
